Not Badly Hurt. 


Asbury Park, N. J., Aug. 11.—All but 


one of the eight victims of yesterday's 
aeroplane accident, caused-by the fall- 
ing of Walter Brookin's machine on 
the aviation field here, were doing well 
oday and are expected to recover. 
Brookins himself was painfully but not 


angerously injured. 
The eighth vic- 


im, George Barnett, a.boy of'four- 
een, was apparently no better today 
and it is feared that his injuries, con- 
isting of a fractured skull and dls- 
ocated hip, will prove fatal! 


Fell Fifty Feet. 


Brookins crashed to the earth from 


a height of fifty feet during the first 
hour of the opening of the 
ten-day 


aviation 
meet 
yesterday 
afternoon. 


This is the first time since aviation be- 
gan to draw big crowds of. onlookers 
that an aeroplane has tumbled down 
on the spectators. 


Seven persons besides Brookins were 


injured. 
One 14-year-old boy, named 


George. Burnett, of Spring Lake, was 
crushed beneath the framework of the 
machine and "had his skull fractured 
and his hip broken. He was removec 
to the Long Branch hospital in an au- 
tomobile. 
The boy probably will die 


When Brookins was found beneath 


the tangle of the torn plane fabric and 


grand stand and the knot of men out 
on the field. 


Plane on Edgei 


As if a sharp puff of wind had hit 


the lower surface of the highest edges 
of the main planes, the machine mo- 
mentarily stood on edge In midair and 
then it headed straight downward anil 
crumpled into a crackling heap of 
wreckage. 


Had the aeroplane fallen ten feet 


further back in its flight it would have 
undoubtedly crashed upon the grand 
stand crowd and crushed -many men, 
women and children who a few mo- 
ments before were cheering the avia- 
tor. 
One could almost reach out and 


touch the wreckage from the front row 
of the grand stand seats. Shrieks oi 
terror arose from the grand stand on- 
lookers.

them.
